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WMECO Explains Why 
It Seeks Hike For 
Local Customers 


Western Massachusetts Electric Company (WMECO) 
last week filed a formal application with the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities (DPU) _ 
for increases in its electric rates totaling $29.4 million; 
or approximately 11.5 percent. The new rates will go jn 
effect in July 1986. : 

WMECO filed notice on November 15th that it would 
coply for higher rates. Last week’s filing included the 
actual application and proposed rate schedules; which 
incorporate the DPU’s most recent directives on rate 
design. 

Monthly Increases To Vary By Customer 

For a typical residential electric customer, who uses 
about 500 kilowatt-hours per month, the new rates 
would increase monthly bills by $5.32 or 10.9 percent, 
from 348.86 to $54.18. Actual increases will vary by 
customer class and level of usage. 

WMECO, a subsidiary of Northeast Utilities (NU), 
serves about 170,000 customers in Western 
Massachusetts. 

The 11.5 percent rate increase reauest is the second 
lowest percentage increase sought by WMECO in more 
than a decade, and the’first retail rate increase sought 
by the company since January 1984. 

“While we are pleased to have been able to hold the 
line on rates for almost two years, we must now 
Prepare to reflect the cost of a major new generating 
unit in the rates we charge customers,” WMECO Vice 
President and Chief Administrative Officer, Frank R. 


- Locke said. 


Locke said most of the proposed increase of $23 
million is associated with the Millstone 3 nuclear elec- 
tric generating unit in Waterford, Connecticut. 

The 1,150-megawatt unit, 12.2 percent owned by 
WMECO, is scheduled to go into service in May 1986. 
“While Millstone 3 will initially cause rates to rise, over 
the years it should offer our customers stable rates and 
a secure energy supply,’’ said Locke. 

$6.4 million or 2.5 percent of the increase is re- 
quested to cover charges in the traditional cost of 
business. 

“We recognize that for some of our customers, any 
increase in energy costs presents a hardship,” said 
Locke. 

Locke pledged the company’s continued efforts to 
assist these customers through the utility’s ‘Energy 
Care” conservation programs, and by working with 
governmental and private social agencies.

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Charles Featured At Chamber Breakfast Draghetti Notes Ruling 
From Bellotti’s Office 


According to Agawam’s Consumer Advisory Officer 
Louis Draghetti, who also serves as Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti 
has announced that his office has settled antitrust 
disputes with eight Massachusetts magazine 
wholesale distributors. 

The companies which signed Assurances of Discon- 
tinuance with Bellotti, Draghetti said, assured that 
they will no longer violate the state Antitrust Act. 

The companies are: Atlas News Company, Inc., of 
Boylston; Interstate Distributors, Inc., of Quincy: A.F. 
Goldsmith & Co., Inc, of Salem; Franklin County News, 
of Greenfield; Mullare News Agency, Inc., of Brockton; 
North Shore News, Inc., of Lynn; Holyoke News Co., 
Inc., of Holyoke; and Pittsfield News Co., Inc., of Pitt- 
sfield. 

According to Bellotti, the settling companies 
allegedly conspired to allocate exclusive territories. 
The wholesalers also allegedly agreed not to solicit or 
service customers within each other's territory, thus 
monopolizing magazine distribution in those territories 
in violation of the Massachusetts Antitrust Act. 

Bellotti’s investigation was prompted by complaints 
by retailers who were told by the defendants that they 
were limited to a single source if they wished to receive 


magazine delivery.

—Why Is Christmas Celebrated On December 25th? 

For centuries prior to the beginning of Christianity, 
the citizens of the vast Roman Empire were in the habit 
of holding festivals in order to honor pagan gods of 
nature, Among the most notorious of these festivals 
was the Saturnalia, a merry celebration that was held 
during the winter solstice (December 22nd, the first day 
of winter) to honor Saturn, the harvest god. 

Saturn, in fact, was considered the legendary ruler of 
Italy during the Empire’s heyday, and the devotion 
towards him was so strong that the festival of Satur- 
nalia was continued as a traditional event even after 
the arrival of Christianity. 

But, the early churchmen of this new religion felt 
that Saturnalia needed some special meaning. They 
decided that it would be good if the birth of Jesus 
Christ was incorporated into this festival, thereby 
diminishing the pagan aspects of this old celebration. 

Since Saturnalia ended on the 25th day of December, 
the early churchmen thought it would be a good idea if 
the last day of this Roman festival was used to com- 
memorate the birth of Jesus. 

Consequently, in the year 354 A.D., Bishop Liberius 
of Rome announced that December 25th would be the 
official day to observe Christmas, and the office of the 
Pope approved of the bishop’s decision. 

Since 354 A.D., Christmas has been celebrated’ on 
this day in December by Christians around the world 
except those of the Greek, Russian, and Ukrainian Or- 
thodox Churches who commemorate the birth of Jesus 
Christ on January 7th. 

— Was Christmas Ever Banned? 

During the reign of Queen Elizabeth | of England in 
the 1500's, holidays were the sources of much merri- 
ment and enthusiasm. Some celebrations were carried 
on for as long as a week, and Christmas was no excep- 
tion. j 

Besides being a festival of feasting, singing, and 
dancing, Christmas was also the time when the “Lord 
of Misrule’’ came into power. An age-old tradition 
within the Church was to have a morally upright lad be 
a ‘’Boy Bishop” on Christmas Day and be in charge of 
the holiday services. 

But, in Queen Elizabeth |’s time, this tradition was 
abused, and the ‘Boy Bishop’ now became the “Lord 
of Misrule,’” a rowdy young man who, along with his 
fellow tuffians, turned Christmas into a wild spree of 
partying that ignored the reason why this holiday was 
celebrated in the first place. 

At about this time, Puritanism was on the rise in 
England, The members of this strict and pious sect 
were horrified with how Christmas was being 
celebrated, and they intended to do something about it 
when they had enough power in the English govern- 
ment. ’ 

Thus, in 1643, Parliament ordered that Christmas 

(along with a couple of other holidays) was to be 
. abolished from the calendar. 

In the American Colonies, this aspect of Puritanism 
was present in New England. The year. 1659 saw the 
passing of a law that forbade anyone in the 


Massachusetts Bay Colony from observing Christmas 
Day in any way, shape or form. The holiday could not 
be mentioned even in church, people could not use © 
Christmas as a day off from work, and a prison 
Spree was used to deter anyone from violating this 
law.

— How Christmas Came To The American Colonies 

While New England was influenced by the stern 
hand of Puritanism, the middle colonies were under the 
influence of settlers who did not come from England. 
For example, in New Amsterdam (now called New 
York), Dutch colonists brought with them Saint 
Nicholas, the patron saint of Holland. On December 
6th, he was to visit all the good children and bring 
them presents. 

Meanwhile, in Delaware and Pennsylvania, a similar

European countries. Gifts were given on Christmas Day 
by Swedish settlers in Delaware and Pennsylvania 
residents who were originally from Germany, Scotland, 
Ireland, and Sweden. 
The spirit of Holland’s Saint Nicholas was also pre- 
sent in the Christmas observances of these fellow 
cultures. To German children, this kind saint was nam- 
ed “Kris Kindle,’ while the Dutch youngsters referred 
to him as “’Sinter Klaas.” 

Soon, many English settlers throughout the rest of 
the American colonies began to let the holiday of 
Christmas come into their lifestyles.

Thomas Cascio Sr. is practically a household word in 
Agawam for plants, flowers, and landscaping. But, 
right now for the Christmas season, the Cascios are 
producing their specialty of flocked trees and wreaths.

Flocking material is available in various colors as 
well as gold. Colors can be mixed to perfectly match 
any decor. The treatment also prolongs the life of the 
tree. If properly wrapped and stored they may be used 
for several years, Cascio added. 


Wreaths are treated the same way and then made in- 
to very beautiful wall decorations. They may also be 
hung outdoors, but should be in a place protected from 
the weather to maintain their beauty. The flocking also 
makes the trees and wreaths fire-resistant. 

"There is a renewed desire,” Cascio said, ‘’for 
natural trees. It’s a trend away from the artificial trees 
so popular several years ago.”

Child Support 


Parents have a legal obligation to support their 
children. This is termed child support. A child's right to 
parental support continues after a separate support 
decree or divorce decree. 

Parties to a divorce or separate support action usual- 
ly make agreements concerning child support which 
must be approved by the family court. This approval is 
“required in order to protect the child’s right to support. 

Since'the law views this right to support as belonging 
to the child, parents cannot make agreements between 
themselves with regard to the waiving of child support. 
The legal principal invoked is that one person cannot 
waive rights vested in another. 

Upon approval by the family court, a support agree- 
ment, if the!parties so desire, may be made part of the 
‘court's decree. This is referred to as ‘merging’ the 
agreement with the decree. If the agreement is not 
merged, then it exists as a contract between the par- 
ties. The agreement is then considered to have “‘in- 
dependent significance.’’ 


Whether a support agreement is merged or indepen- : 


dent governs where enforcement of the agreement may 
be sought. A merged agreement is enforced by the 
family court through its contempt power. 


An independent agreement may be enforced in the | 


family court as a merged agreement, and also in the 
District Court or Superior Court as a civil contract suit. 

Additional support obligation enforcement is 
available through the criminal justice system. In 
criminal cases, the parties agreement is not controll- 
ing, although the court may look to it for assistance in 
determining the nature and extent of the support 
obligation.

Dick is a. master falconer from Spr- 
ingfield with over 35 years of experience working with 
birds of prey. 

For the last several years, he has traveled extensively 
throughout New England with his live birds, presenting 
Programs to schools and other organizations. Lucius 
holds permits from both the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the U.S. government to rehabilitate 


| injured birds, practice the sport of falconry, and under 


a special educational permit from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, care for a golden eagle. 

With him will be his assistant, Julie Collier. Ms. Col- 
lier is a free-lance writer specializing in articles on 
birds of prey and one of only a handful of women prac- 
ticing the sport of falconry. 

Their program will include appearances by a red- 
tailed hawk, prairie falcon, and great horned owl. The 
largest bird is a 13-pound eagle with a six-foot 
wingspan. The rapport that has developed between 
Lucius and the huge eagle makes her one of the very 
few eagles anywhere in the country that can be shown 
before a close-up audience. 

In addition to the live birds, the program includes ex- 
amples of falconry equipment and reproductions of 
American Indian artifacts.

Avoid Losing Body Heat In Winter Season

Those of us who live in New England have the ad- 
vantage of enjoying the variety of four seasons. 

Unfortunately, the Winter Season seems to last too 
long and to be at times unpleasantly cold. The cold 
may even penetrate indoors in those dwellings with 
poor insulation or inefficient heating systems. This can 
present problems for those who try to save on high fuel 
costs by keeping their thermometers turned down. 


” Dramatic Variations In Temperature ’ 

Poorly heated living areas may show dramatic 
temperature variations which make it difficult to dress 
appropriately to maintain a comfortable body 
temperature. This is a particularly important health 
hazard for senior citizens whose internal body 
temperature controls may no longer function efficient- 


ly. 
Prolonged body chilling may lead to pneumonia or 
other serious infections, and there have been tragic 


reports of deaths caused by exposure or freezing due to 
inadequate heating or total lack of heat. 


Obviously, updating heating systems and improving 
insulation are important to avoid this situation. It is 
also important to dress properly — clothing should be 
loose fitting and consist of two or more layers; that is 
two mediumweight sweaters will retain body heat more 
efficiently than one heavy, tightly fitted sweater. 


Increasing body activity is also important in main- 


taining proper body temperature. The increased 
muscular activity will cause an increase in available 
body heat.

Elderly More Susceptible To Heat Loss 

Alcoholics and elderly persons who are debilitated 
because of chronic disease or advanced age are par- 
ticularly susceptible to body heat loss resulting in ex- 
cessively low body temperatures. 

If an individual living in a poorly heated area is 
found to be less alert than usual, consideration should 
be given to the possibility of hypothermia (reduced 
body temperature). If the body temperature is below 
95-96°, medical advice should be obtained. 
Temperature should be taken rectally in this situation 
as oral or arm pit temperatures are less reliable. 

Concern Of Frostbite 

Another area of concern in cold weather is frostbite. 
Prevention of this condition is important and may pre- 
vent a painful and potentially disabling condition. 
Weathermen routinely give wind chill factors now. If it 
is 10° or below in air temperature, caution should be 
exercised to avoid freezing hands, feet, face, and ears. 

Again, loosely fitting clothing is important. Avoid 
wearing tight socks as they leave insufficient room for 
air circulation in boots. Don’t wear tight shoes either. 
These are two primes causes for cold injury to feet. 

Also, avoid prolonged standing. Walking vigorously 
or jumping will help to improve circulation to the feet. 
Ski masks help to avoid ear, nose, and facial freezing. 

Two layers. of gloves and/or mittens are important 
for protecting the hands, and great care must be exer-, 
cised when handling metal objects because the metal 
draws off body heat very rapidly.

Selecting Visual Toys 
For Children At Christmas 


When shopping during the holiday season, parents 
might keep in mind that they can give their children 
toys that will give them hours of fun while helping their 
children improve their visual skills. 

Well chosen toys can enhance several kinds of visual 
skills. These skills are important for children to master, 
enabling them to perform well in school and in sports. 

For adults, proper visual skills are also important to 
drive a car safely and to succeed at work. 

Help Available At Earliest Age 

Parents may help their child’s vision at the earliest 
ages. Playthings hung across an infant's crib which in- 
volve motion and color foster eye, hand, and foot coor- 
dination. Mobiles in-a crib should be within baby’s 
reach in order that hands and eyes can learn together. 

Once the child starts crawling, then running and 
walking, his or her eyes are the guiding mechanism for 
the entire body. If a child is clumsy or constantly bump- 
ing into things, it may be that the eyes are not leading 
the body properly. 

Balancing, hopping, and jumping toys as simple as 
jump ropes improve general movement skills while be- 
ing fun, 

Eye-hand coordination affects performance in sports 
and being able to complete school work on time. Toys 
that encourage a child to use eyes and hands together 
include the many variations of blocks and building 
toys for a young child; target games, batting practice 
toys, frisbees, and badminton are great for older 
children. 

Mode! building, table-top hockey and even home 
video games when used in moderation, develop hand- 
eye coordination. 

Size and shape discrimination is another important 
visual skill. One of the reasons a child might read or 
write backwards is a lack of size and shape discrimina- 
tion skills. 

Toy Suggestions 

Nesting blocks and tiles that fit in a form board are 
good for the 1% year-old child; the three year-old 
might build with snap-together blocks and play with 
puzzles. Older children are challenged by Perfection 
and Superfection to make fast changes of geometric 
shapes. 

Visualization and visual memory are needed for 
reading comprehension, Battleship, Stratego, checkers, 
and similar board games develop these skills. Concen- 
tration and other card games also encourage visualiza- 
tion and visual memory. 

There are many toys that can help a child learn 
visual skills as well as be fun. Parents should select 
safe toys when they go shopping and toys that will help 
their children’s visual development.

Give A Gift To Save A Life 


Looking for a novel, yet practical gift to give for 
Christmas? The Agawam Fire Department suggests 
you consider giving smoke detectors, portable fire ex- 
tinguishers and portable fire escape ladders to family 
and friends. Unfortunately, many people will not pur- 
chase fire safety items for themselves. What better way 
to show you care. Give a gift to save a life. 

When purchasing smoke detectors, buy the battery 
operated kind. (They will still work when the power is 
out.) Buy some extra batteries as well. It only takes a 
screwdriver and two screws to install most detectors, 
so include installation as part of your gift to assure it 
will be put up immediately. Smoke detectors make a 
good gift. In fact, several cases have been documented 
at Christmas time when smoke detectors, still in the 
box under the tree, sounded the alarm and saved 
families from home fires. 

When purchasing fire extinguishers, get an ABC 
multi-purpose type. That means it can be used on any 
small fire to put it out quickly. Make sure your recipient 
reads the label and learns how to use the extinguisher 
properly. It’s not difficult to learn, but there is not time 
to do so after the fire has started. Fire extinguishers 
should be kept in homes (kitchen area), car, boats, 
campers, and trailers. 

When purchasing or making escape ladders, make 
them 15- to 20-feet long and light enough to be used by 





a child. Too often, people are trapped in second story 
rooms without a safe way down. There is usually not 
enough time to begin to tie sheets together. A ready- 
made ladder is necessary. Keep them coiled under| 
beds. You can purchase metal escape ladder from 
most hardware stores. 

When purchasing any of these’fire safety items, look 
for the UL label. Underwriters Laboratories is a testing 
lab which lists items passing certain safety tests.

The week between 
Christmas Eve and New Year's Day is a time of par- 
ticular stress on the blood supply because these 
holidays fall so closely together,’’ said Ms. Schaefer. 

Throughout the summer and fall, blood collections. 
have been lower than usual, which resulted in a blood 
shortage in September. While this shortage has been 
alleviated thanks to the tremendous public response to 
an appeal for blood, ‘‘there is always the possibility 
that a decline in donations during the holiday could 
cause serious shortages,’ according to Schaefer. 

Generally, anyone in good health, 18 years of age or 
older (17 years with signed American Red Cross paren- 
tal/guardian consent form), who weighs at least 110 
pounds and has never had hepatitis may be able to 
donate blood.
